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THE OCEAN'S VICTIMS. 


TIte Crew of Two Ocean Teaselii Be- 
lieved <o be Eiost—Trouble Be- 
tween Pern and this Nation. 


IjOia>ON, Nov. 13. — Considerable 
wreckage and a number of bodies have 
washed ashore between Looe and Pol- 
perro, in Cornwall, during the last day 
or two. 
One of bodies has been indenti- 
fied as that of Captain Meyer, of the 
German 
ship Theodore Euger from 
Hamburg to Sidney. 
Articles that have 
come ashore have also been recognized 
as belonging to both that vessel and to 
the Cunard steamer, Nantes, with which 
the Theodore Bnger collided thirty-six 
miles oflf the Lizard. 
There is now no 
doubt of the total loss of both vessels, 
with most of the crew of the Nantes and 
part of the ship's crew. 
The survivors 
who landed at Trouville include sixteen 
of the Theodore Ruger and two of the 
Nante's crew. It is believed that all the 
others went down with the vessels. 


PANAMA, NOV. 13.—Serious interna- 
tional trouble is on between Peru and 
the government of the United States. 
On the assumption that a house at Mol- 
iendo, belonging to the Arequipa rail- 
way, and therefore the property of the 
state, an order was given to occupy it by 
force, although the building was de 
dared to belong to a citizen of the 
United 
States. 
It was accordingly 
seized by. a squad of soldiers. 
The 
United States consulate was situated in 
the building and this was forcibly closed 
pad-locked, the coat of arms removed, 
and the agent prevented from entering 
his oflSce for nearly a week. 
The Amer- 
ican minister at Lima cabled to his gov- 
ernment and was instantly instructed to 
demand an apology. 
The house was 
vacated after six days occupation, but 
the government peremptoiily refused to 
make an apology. 


BERLIN, Nov. 13.—Referring to the 
statement that the Pope is negotiating 
for diplomatic relations with xlussia as a 
card played against Germany, the North 
Oerman 
Oazette says: 
"Russia and 
Prussia have common interests. Any 
concession made by the Pope to Russia 
must be advantageous to us, and an out- 
spoken and anti-Russian attitude on the 
part of the Pope wruld tell against us." 


VIENNA, NOV, 13.—The report is in 
circulation in this city that an attempt 
was made to assassinate Prince Ferdi- 
nand, the ruler of Bulgaria.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 13,—The supreme 
court of the United States yesterday 
rendered an opinion in favor of the gov- 
ernment in the case of the United States 
against the American Bell Telephone 
company, brought here on api>eal from 
the decision of the circuit court of 
Massachusetts, sustaining the demurrer 
entered by the Bell company to tUe gov- 
ernment's suit. 
The decision of the 
conrt yesterday reverses the judgment 
of the circuit court and remands the 
case to that court for trial on its merits. 
Defaulter Axworthy. 


CiiBVBiiAND, Ohio, Nov. 13.—Thomas 
Axworthy, the defaulting city treasurer 
of Cleveland, who departed the town 
6480,000 "short," and with $150,000 of 
other ijeople's money in his carpet-sack, 
has written Mayor Babcock a letter. 
It was sent fiwm Montrael on October 29, 
and when the mayor received it he 
hastened to Montrael in order to have an 
interview with Axworthy. 
He remained 
there a week and returned to Cleveland 
without having seen his man. 


STATK BEFOBinS. 


Tbeir ProbabUitiea and PoasibUitiea 
are 
Early 
Diacussed—Tlie 
Candidate« f«Mr Speaker 
of tlie Hionae. 


iKDiANAPoiiis, Ind., Nov. 13.—The 
Indianapolis News remarks that while 
republicans are speculating upon possi- 
ble and improbable things that may 
be done by Indiana's home-grown presi- 
dent, democrats are finding some sooth- 
ing satisfaction in discussing the work 
that may be expected from their general 
assembly next winter. 
It is so over- 
whelmingly democratic that the party 
will have everything its own way, and 
there will be no excuse for neglect of 
important legislation. 
It is generally 
understood that, recognizing the neces- 
sity for reform in the management of 
the benevolent institutions, an attempt 
will be made to change the present 
mode under which they are controlled. 
There is a division of opinion as to what 
the changes shall be. 
As the newly 
elected governor is a republican, he will 
be given no greater power than the 
chief 
executive 
posesses now, and 
it 
is 
probable 
that 
he 
will 
be 
deprived 
of 
some 
patronage 
that 
has 
been 
controlled by 
the democratic governor, such, for in- 
stance, as the appointment of a state oil 
inspector and a mine inspector. 
There 
have been two or three suggestions of- 
fered regarding the change that should 
be made in the system of managing the 
benevolent institutions—that there will 
be a change in officers is already pretty 
definitely settled. 
The insane hospital 
trustees see the hand-writing on the wall, 
and at least one of them has hastened to 
declare that he will not seek re-election. 
It is expected that the others •vsill retire 
with as much grace as possible by tend- 
ering theii' resignations when the time 
for a change can be deferred no longer. 
If the partisan influence prevails, and it 
is altogether probable that it will, the 
new management in all of the institu- 
tions, extending even to the recently 
completed hospitals at Evansville, Rich- 
mond and Logansport, will be entire- 
ly democratic, and, in consequence^ 
the 
reform 
will be of a doubtful 
kind. 
An attempt will 
be made 
to 
make 
the management non- 
partisan, and some of the democratic 
members have pledged their support to 
a reform of that kind. 
Many republi- 
cans voted for Mr. Hughes, one of the 
democratic representatives elected in 
this county, because it was understood 
that he would o^jpose the continuance of 
the present system of managemeut. 
It 
is his idea that some such laAvs as that 
which governs the meti'opolitiin police 
could be applied to the state institu- 
tions, and he may put his suggestion in- 
to the form of a bill. 
According to his 
idea the trustees orcommissiouwrs woald 
be chosen by the governor or state offi- 
cers, and the sui)orinteudent under a re- 
publican administration Avould b<! ¡i re- 
publican, with the subordinate offices 
and employes equally diA-ided between 
the two parties, but selected 
ui^on 
theii' 
qualifications as capable and 
humane 
pei-sons. 
Under 
this 
system he Ixilieves that there would be 
very little of such abuses as have been 
complained of heretofore. The civil 
serv ice system in vogue in New York 
and other eastern states would not be 
feasible here, he believes, and, besides, 
he believes it to be defective because it 
affords to the superior officers the power 
of employing exclusively pei-sons be- 
longing to one party. 


Some additional i)olitical patronage 
will be acquired by the democratic party 
when the new state house is placed un- 
der the control of the general assembly 
by the commissioners veiy soon after 
the session begins. It will be necessary 
to elect a superintendent of the building 
at a salary of about SI,500 a year, and 
he will need a force of between thirty 
and forty janitors. Tim Griffin, who is 
perfonning the duties of the position 
under the direction of the state house 
commissioners, is a candidate for the 
place. 


Already the contest for speaker of the 
house has begun, and there are now two 
candidates in the field at work. 
Mason 
J. Niblack, of Vincennes, who was a 
member of the house two years ago, be- 
fore the election did some «juiet work as 
a ix)ssible candidate in anticij)ation of a 
democratic victory, and has the lead. 
He is a son of Judge Niblack, of the 
supreme court, and is a young lawyer 
about thirty years old. 
James H, Wil- 
lard, who has had much exix)rieuce in 
state legislation, as a member of the 
senate and house, is also a candidate for 
the position, while Captain James B, 
Curtis, the joint representative from 
Marion, Hancock and Shelby counties, 
will doubtless be given the support of 
the^^members in the counties that he 
represents.

LONDON, Nov. 13. — Considerable 


wreckage and a number of bodies have 
washed ashore between LooeandFol- 
perro, in Cornwall, during the last day 
or two. One of bodies haa been indenti- 
fied as that of Captain Meyer, of the 
German 
ship Theodore Buger from 


Hamburg to Sidney. Articles that have 
come ashore have also been recognized 
as belonging to both that vessel and to 
the Cnnard steamer, Nantes, with which 
the Theodore Bnger collided thirty-six 
miles off the Lizard. 
There is now no 


doubt of the total loss of both vessels, 
with most of the crew of the Nantes and 
part of the ship's crew. *The survivors 
who landed at Tronville inclnde sixteen 
of the Theodore Buger and two of the 
Nante's crew. It is believed that all the 
others went down with the vessels. 


PANAMA, Nov. 13.—Serious interna- 


tional trouble is on between Peru and 
the government of the United States. 
On the assumption that a house at Mol- 
lendo. belonging to tho Areqnipa rail- 
way, and therefore the property of the 
state, an order was given to occupy it by 
force, although the building was de 
clared to belong to a citizen of the 
ITnited States.
